The writer of this letter first called 
at Christ’s Mission several years ago, 
declaring that he had just come out 
of Sing Sing prison, where he had 
been confined for several years. He 
received such help and_ brotherly 
counsel as suited his case. He was 
an intelligent man, a native of this 
city, about 45 years of age. He did 
not palliate his crime, or try to shift 
the responsibility upon others; but 
his record in prison was good, and 
he seemed to be repentant. He has 
had his ups and downs for several 
years past, his difficulties being in- 
creased by police surveillance. Some 
of the workers in Christ’s Mission 
felt somewhat discouraged over one 
failing that he seemed unable to mas- 
ter, but we never lost faith either in 
him or for him. The last time he 
was at the Mission he knelt down in 
the office of THE CONVERTED CATH- 
OLIc, and as we prayed he made a 
definite surrender of himself to God. 
His earnestness in asking God for 
mercy and pardon, for Jesus’ sake, 
was so marked that we gave him a let- 
ter to this Christian Home, and man- 
ifested unusual confidence in him. 
The above letter came several weeks 
later, and tends to encourage belief 
that a permanent work of grace has 
been done in the man’s heart. 
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No Respecter of Persons, 

The same Saviour who has trans- 
formed the lives of men in State 
prisons is equally faithful to His word 
with all sinners. Those men all went 
to Him as He invited them to do, and 
He proved true to His promise. He 
forgave their sins, told them to ga 
and sin no more, and has kept them 
by His grace ever since. Truly He 
is a wonderful Saviour—just the 
Helper and Friend that we all need 
amid the trials and temptations of 
life. What a privilege to be able to 
draw near to Him at all times with 
the knowledge that He has the power 
to aid us as well as the will. Many 
of our earthly friends would help us 
if they could, but are unable to do 
so. Not so with Jesus, however; the 
power of His resurrection is now as 
great as it ever was.

Americans Visiting Roman Catholic 

Countries. 

Americans who may visit Roman 
Catholic countries during this sum- 
mer will do well to exercise caution 
in their attitude towards priests and 
other representatives of the Roman 
Church. There is a very wide differ- 
ence between admiring the archi- 
tecture or the decorations of a build- 
ing, and creating the impression un- 
fortunately made by so many Prot- 
estants that the Roman system is re- 
garded with favor. Of course, 
courtesy is due to all men, and it may 
not be necessary to speak against the 
doctrines or practices of the Roman 
Church; but, on the other hand, 
much mischief may be done if the 
impression is conveyed by Protest- 
ants that they think the Roman 
Catholic Church worthy of esteem 
and admiration, or that its priests 
and nuns are doing the work of God 
in the world. Roman Catholics on 
the continent of Europe know well 
what their Church is, and anything 
that makes them think that Protest- 
antism is not very different will do 
harm and hinder them in their ef- 
forts to obtain freedom. Such visi- 
tors to Europe should remember that 
all down the ages the Roman Church 
has stood for ignorance, for oppres- 
sion of the lovers of liberty; for 
persecution of the true children of 
God; for tyranny, both civil and re- 
ligious, in every land; for keeping 
the people ignorant of the Bible— 
and of everything else likely to ele- 
vate them in any way whatever. We 
have an object lesson this year in the 
hundreds of thousands of immigrants 
who are coming to this Protestant 
land from Roman Catholic countries.

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SEPARATION OF CHURCH AND STATE IN ‘FRANCE.

HE efforts of the French Gov- 
ernment to dissolve its unnat- 
ural union with the Church of Rome 
is a task of Herculean dimensions. 
Judging from the fact that the mat- 
ter has been prepared for over a year 
and the project has taken up a whole 
session of discussion in the French 
Chamber, bringing it no farther than 
the beginning of the fourth article 
in a bill containing nearly fifty, it is 
evident that it was almost easier for 
Napoleon to make the famous Con- 
cordat than it is for the French Re- 
public at the present day to break it. 
The first three articles laying down 
the principle that the Church and 
State are henceforth to be separate 
were voted almost in one sitting with- 
out any discussion. On the principle 
It is almost unani- 
mously recognized that there can no 
longer be any fraternity between the 
two institutions. But the problem 
to be solved by the bill comprises 
the numerous details concerning the 
allotment of 
property.

Church property in America as a 
1ule has a very simple meaning. In 
most cases it consists of nothing but 
the place of worship and perhaps a 
presbytery. But in France where the 
Roman Church has been established 


for ages, and has enjoyed privileges 
of every description under royal pat- 


ronage, the question of church prop- 
erty becomes an enormously compli- 
cated matter. 


VARIETY OF CHURCH PROPERTY. 


It consists of almost everything 


which may be possessed. It includes 


not only places of worship, convents, 
institutions of every description, 
lands, communal rights, etc., but also 
incomes of all sorts—pious founda- 
tions of the most varied nature, na- 
tional monuments, treasures of art, 
without forgetting even the famous 
patent or license of the Carthusians 
to manufacture a world-renowned 
liqueur. 

If an angel from heaven were asked 
to come and create order out of this 
chaos he might well decline the task. 
It is no wonder, therefore, that the 
French Deputies (for the bill has not 
yet reached the Senate and may not 
reach it this year) find themselves in 
a hopeless tangle. They wish to do 
justice to everybody, and although 
few of them have seen the inside of 
a church since the day they were bap- 
tized or married, they wish as far as 
possible to take the standpoint of the 
faithful, and make a law which will 
not shock the sentiments of any 
honest believers. 


FABULOUS VALUE OF 
PROPERTY. 


CHURCH 


Although many of the Deputies 
had a vague notion that the Church 
of France was rich, and the treasures 
now to a great extent under the con- 
trol of the Government were enor- 
mous, still they were all startled when 
among the first things brought to 
their notice was a circular of the 
Minister of Worship stating that the 
works of art, such as paintings, rel- 
iquaries and curios contained in the 
churches of France were estimated at 
a commercial value of $400,000,000, 
and the statues, marble altars and 
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similar works of sculpture in stone 
amounted to another $400,000,000. 
Adding to this the value of all the 
churches, cathedrals and _ shrines, 
many of which are unique historical 
monuments, which is at least another 
$400,000,000, the total value of the 
treasures of the Church, counting 
only the temples and the works of 
art, amounted to $1,200,000,000, or 
six milliards of francs, a larger sum 
than the famous ransom paid to Ger- 
many thirty-five years ago. 

The circular of the Minister of 
Worship, M. Bienvenu-Martin, was 
issued to all the Prefects and Sub-Pre- 
fects of France, commanding them to 
take an inventory of all the treas- 
ures of the Church. The reason for 


this step was that Rome had an in- 
ventory taken of the same objects, 
and it was reported that there was a 
scheme on foot in many parts of 
France on the part of the clergy to 


sell such treasures of art as might 
find a ready sale in the market, and 
lay by the money, robbing not only 
the Government, but the people, 
towns and villages where these treas- 
ures have been kept for ages. 


GRAFT IN WORKS OF ART. 


The danger was not imaginary but 
real, as is proved by the fact that at 
Nice, for example, the throne of the 
former bishops of that city, which is 
considered one of the finest pieces of 
wood carving of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, was sold to a dealer. The curé 
of Montpezat sold a beautiful set of 
tapestry, the gift to his church of an 
ancient noble family, to a well-known 
art dealer, M. Lippmann, for two 
thousand francs, in order, he said, to 
add a little to the revenue of the 
Church. M. Lippmann, who knew 
the value of the tapestries better 
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than the curé, sold them soon after 
for forty-five thousand francs. The 
curious fact in connection with this 
sale is that the priest sold the articles 
with the consent of the bishop. 

At present the Government is sup- 
posed to be the owner of all these 
treasures, and the clergy were, on be- 
ing appointed to their posts, consid- 
ered merely as delegates or caretak- 
ers. The strangest thing of all is that 
a Socialist Minister like M. Bienvenu- 
Martin, who is far from being a de- 
vout Catholic, should have to under- 
take the defense of the treasures of 
the Church and put a stop to the van- 
dalism of the clergy. 

The French Chamber of Deputies, 
in voting the bill of separation is, 
therefore, concerned not only with the: 
question as to who shall hereafter be 
the legal owner of the Church prop- 
erty, but also, in view of the ignor- 
ance or indifference of the clergy, to 
prevent the loss to France of some of 
its most valuable and ancient treas- 
ures of art. 

The fourth article in the bill on 
the separation of Church and State 
was drawn up with a view to settle 
the question. The laws of the United 
States and England were taken as 
models. But although in America 
and England, where conditions are 
much simpler, they work admirably, 
many additional provisions had to be 
introduced to meet the situation in 
France. 

THE STATE WILL OWN THE 
PROPERTY. 

The article states that associa- 
tions are to be formed for purposes 
of worship, containing at least sev- 
en members, clerical or lay, in each 
parish or on behalf of each congre- 
gation, and that these associations 
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are to be considered invested with the 
legal ownership of all the Church 
property belonging to such congre- 
gations. 

The whole debate for one month 
hinged on this article. On the one 
hand it was argued that the text was 
too vague; there might be an asso- 
ciation of seven members formed 
with the parish priest at the head, a 
second with the vicar at the head, a 
third with the bishop, etc., and then 
who was to decide which of these as- 
sociations represented the congrega- 
tion? On the other hand, it was said, 
dissenting members might claim a 
church and the law would give rise 
to schism in the Church and all the 
disorders of religious disputes in vil- 
lages and country districts. 

The authors of the bill, M. Briand 
and the Minister of Worship, ex- 
plained that in case of conflict it was 
understood that the case would have 
to be decided by the courts, and that 
it was impossible to foresee all the 
This at 
Many Depu-

purposes, said that the law was a de- 
liberate trap set for believers, that 
it paved the way to the wildest 
schisms and dissensions; that in- 
stead of giving the country peace 
and religious tranquility it would stir 
up endless religious strife. 

M. Briand, in defending the text, 
said: “The real objection of the ad- 
versaries of the bill is that the new 
law confers a new and unexpected 
power on the civil tribunals. But this 
is inevitable. The clergy will sooner 
or later in every modern and free 
State be compelled to submit to the 
same courts and the same laws as 
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other citizens. The law tends to their 
own emancipation, although, strange 
to say, they do not seem to see it or 
to wish that emancipation, 


CITIZENS’ RIGHTS FOR PRIESTS. 


“There are a hundred thousand 
priests to-day in France who are de- 
fenceless and without judges in all 
questions concerning their ministry. 
They will have these judges and de- 
fenders to-morrow in the persons of 
the judges of the ordinary tribunals. 
A priest unjustly treated by his 
bishop, removed from office without 
just cause, will hereafter be at liberty 
to appeal to the courts and then the 
bishop will have to give valid reasons 
for his action. The fact is that for the 
future, a priest will no longer be 
merely a curé or a vicar, but also a 
citizen.” 

The debate was concluded on the 
eve of Easter as regards the first 
clause of the fourth article, which 
was finally voted, but the discussion 
concerning further details will prob- 
ably continue many months longer. 

The Catholic clergy have been filled 
with consternation, not at the pros- 
pect of the separation of Church and 
State, but at the separation of the 
Church from its treasures. 


THE POPE ALARMED. 


In an interview published by the 
Matin, one of the most reliable pa- 
pers of France, Cardinal Merry del 
Val, the Papal Secretary of State, 
has given his views and those of the 
Pope on the important question of the 
separation of Church and State in 
France. The idea of allowing laymen 
to become trustees of Church prop- 
erty and of a civil court deciding as 
to which organization shall. repre- 
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sent the Roman Catholic Church in 
a given district fills him with hor- 
ror. He says: 

“The proposed law of separation of 
Church and State in France is an ab- 
solute negation of the principle of 
liberty, which the authors of the law 
invoke to justify their desire to sever 
the union between the Roman 
Catholic Church and the State in 
France. No matter how honest or 
impartial a judge may be, his de- 
cision will always be influenced by a 
regard for persons. 

AFRAID OF THE JUDGES. 

“A judge whose tendencies are to 
maintain established traditions will 
render a decision in favor of persons 
who represent those traditions; an- 
other judge imbued with modern 
principles of liberalism will decide in 
favor of organizations which repre- 
sent his views; a third judge, chiefly 
influenced by politics, may decide in 
favor of persons who represent the 
politics of the day. 

“In whatever light the question is 
considered, the Roman Curia can on- 
ly regard the proposition of investing 
a lay tribunal with the authority to 
decide which Church association or 
organization represents the Roman 
Church, as an infraction of the prin- 
ciple of liberty invoked by the au- 
thors of the bill. 


THE CHURCH MUST BE ROMAN, 


“It is impossible to pretend that 
the Roman Catholic Church will be 
free in a country where the State re- 
serves to itself the right to favor a 
given group of believers in opposi- 
tion to others, or one priest in pref- 
erence to another. It is necessary to 
remember that the very essence of 
the fundamental doctrine of the Ro- 
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man Catholic Church is that it must 
be ROMAN. 

“From the spiritual point of view 
all Catholics, whether they will or 
not, are Romans; that is to say, they 
must recognize the hierarchy of the 
Church, which subordinates the 
priests to the bishops and the bishops 
to the Pope. Every other conception 
of Catholicism is schismatic. 

“You may state this as the words 
of the Pope himself. When the pro- 
posed law of the French Government 
was read in his presence recently, he 
expressed his opinion at the con- 
clusion of the reading in two words:

“Dear Brother in Christ: 

“Iam reading Father Crowley’s 
book, and in it I notice that he says 
he is not fighting the Roman Church, 
but only her corrupt and wicked 
priests and high dignitaries.

My grandfather 
was a Jansenist; he told me that I 
was right in my belief, but that I 
should keep it to myself and not leave 
the Church of Rome, thereby creating 
a scandal. My uncle, then dead, had 
been a priest, but he had also been 
a Jansenist, but kept that fact secret, 
for fear of persecution. I did not, 
however, follow my grandfather’s ad- 
vice. In due time I left home and 
went to the Evangelical Normal 
School in Paris. My conversion to 
God was brought about simply by 
the reading of the Bible and the 
grace of God.

Father Crowley Interviewed. 


The editor of the Christian Stand- 
ard, Cincinnati, has visited Rev. J. J. 
Crowley, author of the new and start- 
ling book exposing Romanism. He 
says: 

“In a four hours’ conference with 
Rev. Mr. Crowley, the editor and 
publisher of the Standard were deep- 
ly impressed with the sincerity and 
courage of the man. There is to be 
no turning back from his high pur- 
pose. He believes his mission is to 
relieve the Roman Church of the in- 
cubus of a sensual and corrupt priest- 
hood. In his denunciations he is no 
respecter of persons, but, from Pope 
to parish priest, evildoers are shown 
no quarter. There is no thought of 
submission, but the eager prophet of 
priestly corruption declares that 
Rome must come to him and that he 
will never go to Rome. 

“The first impulse of many read- 
ers will be to say: ‘How can this 
man bring these damaging charges 
against the people in authority, from 
Pope down, and still contend that he 
is and will remain a member of the 
Catholic Church?’ But his attitude is 
not singular. Luther did not separate 
himself from Rome at first, but pro- 
posed simply to purify the Church. 
In reading Chiniquy’s life, one gets 
impatient over the reluctance of the 
honest priest to part company with a 
corrupt Church. But this manifesta- 
tion of loyalty on the part of these 
reformers was in fact a high compli- 
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ment to their courage and their sin- 
cerity, showing that their opposition 
throughout sprang from their love 
for the Church and their desire to 
rescue it from the hands of bad men. 
So we need prophesy nothing con- 
cerning Mr. Crowley’s future course, 
leaving the logic of events and his 
ow! widening horizon to show him 
that the hierarchy is so vitally the 
Roman Catholic Church, that to re- 
nounce the one is to be separated 
from the other.

For it is the teaching of the 
Catholic Church as well as that of 
all Christian Churches, that if any 


saint or other being were omnipres- 


ent, such saint or being would be 
God; yet there can be but one God, 
and hence only one Being who can 
hear and grant the prayers offered at 
all times in all parts of the world. 
No wonder, then, that Christ asked 
us to come unto Him, by which He 
doubtless meant to say at the same 
time that we should not go unto any- 
one else, for the reasons just stated. 

Of course, the Jesuits and other 
Roman Catholic teachers will con- 
tinue to persuade honest Catholics 
into believing that there is no differ- 
ence in praying to God direct and 
praying to so-called “saints,” who, 
they say, are in heaven, although for 


all we know, some of them may be 
in the other place. 

Last Sunday, after I left the 
chapel of Christ’s Mission, I was ac- 
costed by a Roman Catholic and told 
that I should be ashamed to have 
spoken as I had just done. I asked 
him whether I had said anything that 
was not true. He said .he did not 
think I had, but that I ought not to 
say such things here. 

A large proportion of the Roman 
Catholic ceremonies and practices are 
taken from those in use by pagans. 
Catholics defend this course by say- 
ing that these pagan things are 
sanctified in their adoption by the 
Roman Church. It is in this way that 
all these various pagan devices have 
secured a firm grip on the credulous 
and unthinking masses, who have 
been introduced one by one into the 
ritual and ceremonial of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Anyone who is in 
the least conversant with the Scrip- 
tures knows how distasteful these 
practices are to God. Is it a wonder 
that the reading of the Bible is dis- 
couraged in the Catholic Church? 
Most Catholic families whom I know 
to possess a Catholic Bible keep it 
in some out-of-the-way place and 
never think of reading it or of allow- 
ing their children to do so. Ifa 
Catholic were known to read _ the 
Bible regularly, he or she would be 
suspected by the priest at once as 
having Protestant proclivities, and 
would therefore be forbidden to con- 
tinue its perusal. Catholics are kept 
too busy by the priests reciting their 
beads and scapular prayers and invo- 
cations to the saints, etc., to find 
much time to read the Bible. 

I thank God for enabling me to re- 


alize that the gift of salvation has 
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been vouchsafed to all who believe 
in Christ Jesus, who redeemed us 
from sin by His death upon the cross. 
I rejoice because I have the privilege 
of coming to Jesus, and that I do 
not any longer find it necessary to 
offer long prayers to saints, as I used 
to do while a Roman Catholic. We 
must not think of God as we should 
of an earthly potentate who cannot 
hear the needs of all his subjects, and 
so requires the co-operation of oth- 
ers, in finding out what they require. 

A Remarkable Testimony. 

The testimony meetings in connec- 
tion with the twenty-fifth anniversary 
services in Christ’s Mission were edi- 
fying and instructive and greatly en- 
joyed by the congregations. 

On a Sunday afternoon in March 
a number of striking testimonies had 
been given by converted Roman 
Catholics as to their deliverance 
from superstition and the joy they 
had found in Christ, and Pastor 
O’Connor was about to ciose the 
meeting when a gentleman arose 
from his seat in the center of the 
chapel and said: 

“I would feel condemned if I did 
not testify here this afternoon. Like 
the speaker that has preceded me, I 
have keen a Roman Catholic.

“One day while ashore I entered a 
Protestant mission with my mind 
firmly made up that should I hear one 
word against the Roman Catholic 
Church I would at once depart. To 
my great surprise, not a word was 
uttered about the Church, but I heard 
a great deal about Jesus. I remained 
after the service and spoke to the 
two ladies who conducted the mis- 
sion.

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Dr. Devins’ New Book. 


Dr. John Bancroft Devins, the edi- 
tor of the New York Observer, in his 
new book “An Observer in the Philip- 
pines,” makes a valuable contribution 
to our knowledge of general condi- 
tions in those islands. So far as re- 
ligious matters are concerned, Dr. 
Devins takes a broad view of the Ro- 
man ecclesiastical system 1n the isl- 
ands; and it is that the 
Papacy’s most prosperous days in the 


evident 


Philippines have passed away, and 
that the power of the hierarchy over 
the Filipinos has been forever broken. 

The various Protestant bodies have 
sent some of their ablest men into the 
Philippines, and though the seed of 
the Gospel sown by them may not 
getminate and fructify as richly or 
as quickly as we could wish, yet as in 
Reformation times that seed will sure- 
ly bring forth abundant fruit. 

Dr. Devins quotes the Rev. Dr. 
Homer C. Stuntz, superintendent of 
the Methodist work in the Philip- 
pines, as a high authority on the Agli- 
pay movement. 

“It breaks the solid front of Ro- 
mish opposition. When we are told 
that the Catholics are against us, we 
can ask, ‘Which Catholics?’ It attracts 
the chief enmity of the hierarchy. 
Since this schism began Rome has 
shot fewer arrows toward our lines. 
Her fury against the assumption of an 
excommunicated member of her own 
body has burned day and night since 
October, 1902, and the Protestant has 
come off with but a few curses and a 
tract or two. This will continue so 
long as the numerical strength of the 
Aglipay schism is being augmented. 

“The Aglipay movement helps us 
by detaching the tens of thousands 
of members from a nominal connec- 
tion with the Church of Rome, and 
leaving them without positive instruc- 
tion in a more excellent way. Our 
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preachers get a hearing with them, 
and hundreds of them accept the 


Word and are saved. These people 
would never have left the Roman 
Catholic Church to become Protes- 
tants, feeble as was the hold of the old 
Church upon them; but once outside 
and hungry for spiritual food, they 
hear and are saved. Aglipay loosens 
this fruit from the tree and we gather 
it. God is thus overruling the short- 
comings of the leaders of this revolt 
against the Roman Catholic Church 
to the spiritual good of many souls. 

“I am not without hope that Agli- 
pay will yet take more advanced 
spiritual and moral ground. He hopes 
to be able to lead his people to green- 
er pastures later on. 

“The Independent Filipino Catholic 
Church has come to stay. Just how 
strong a hold it will be able to keep 
over the multitude which have flock- 
ed to its standard of revolt against 
the Pope cannot be foretold. But it 
may be reckoned with as a permanent 
factor in the religious future of the 
Philippines.”

Forbidden to Think. 

The New York Herald, May 15, 
1905, under the heading, “Bishop 
Burgess Attacks Catholics,” publish- 
ed this item of religious news: 

Church circles in Flushing, Long 
Island, were much disturbed yester- 
day over the remarks of Bishop Bur- 
gess, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
Long Island, while confirming a class 
of young men and women at St. 
George’s Church in the morning. Ac- 
cording to the report, the Bishop 
while explaining the doctrinal differ- 
ence between the Protestant Episco- 


pal Church and the Roman Catholic 
Church declared: 

“The only way the Roman Catholic 
Church retains the allegiance of its 
members is by forbidding them to 
think. But there will come a day of 
reckoning, for reason must finally 
prevail.” 

The Rev. Dr. H. D. Waller, rector 
of the church, last night confirmed 
the report. 

Among congregations who feel in- 
jured by the Bishop’s remarks there 
was talk last night of a public answer. 


It will be interesting to see what 
the public answer will be. The stale 
argument that the “Protestant 
Church” was founded by Henry VIII 
will not avail, for that English mon- 
arch lived and died a Roman Catho- 
lic, so far as he had any religious con- 
victions. He quarreled with the Pope, 
confiscated the Church property and 
sent many ecclesiastics adrift. But so 
far as doctrine was concerned he was 
a Roman Catholic all his life. If he 
had “come out” of Rome he might 
have been a better man. 

Bishop Burgess is right. Roman 
Catholics are forbidden to think on 
religious subjects, except on the lines 
marked out for them by the Pope 
and priests. To think is fatal to be- 
lief in the Roman doctrines. The day 
of reckoning has come. 
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Returning to Protestantism. 


Last month the papers announced 
that Miss Helen Morton, following 
the example of the Marquise de 
Monstiers (Miss Mary G. Caldwell), 
had renounced the Roman Catholic 
Church and returned to the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church, in which she 
was brought up. But her case was 
somewhat different from Miss Cald- 
well’s, 

Miss Morton is the daughter of one 
of the foremost citizens of this great 
Republic—the Hon. Levi P. Morton, 
once Vice-President of the United 
States, a former Governor of the 
State of New York, and a predeces- 
sor of the Hon. Whitelaw Reid as 
Minister to the French Republic. A 
few years ago, attracted, like so many 
American girls, by the glamor of a 
title and of the social consideration 
enjoyed by the members of aristo- 
cratic families in Europe, she married 
a young French nobleman of good 
family—Count Boson de Talleyrand- 
Perigord—and became a member of 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

Unfortunately in this case wealth 
and social position, titles and the ma- 
terial and sensuous attractions of a 
ceremonial religion were powerless 
to create happiness, and Miss Morton 
obtained a civil decree of divorce 
from her husband in a French court, 
and returned home to her parents a 
wiser woman, though, it is to be fear- 
ed, a much sadder one. 

The case forms another example 
of the folly of a Protestant marrying 
a Roman Catholic. If such marriages 
must take place and concessions be 
demanded, surely the truth of God, as 
represented in our Protestant faith, 
should not be required to yield to 
Roman error and superstition.

A STRIKING CASE. 

The proof of the foregoing had 
only just been corrected on its ar- 
rival from the printer when a lady 
called at Christ’s Mission and asked 
for a copy of Rev. Edwin Ding- 
man’s pamphlet, “Why We Are 
Protestants.”

The important thing for your 
brother is to be brought into per- 
sonal relations with God through 
Christ. The great evil of the Ro- 
man system is that it makes a per- 
son’s relations to the Church the 
vital part of religion. Religion is 
not a matter of one church or an- 
other, but of right relations between 
the individual and God. When those 
are well understood, the matter of 
the particular church settles itself. 

Some time ago the father of one 
of the professors in a great univer- 
sity came to me in some distress 
because his son was going to marry 
a Roman Catholic, and he desired 
me to try and prevent him from 
doing so. 

After several conferences I told 
the father I could not do anything 
until I saw the son himself. When 
he called I inquired if the marriage 
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was to be performed by a priest. 
He said, “Yes, either a priest or a 
bishop; the lady

HENRY WATTERSON’S EXPERIENCE IN 
SPAIN. 


The well-known editor of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal has been 
in Europe for the last six months, 
and his letters to his paper from 
Spain have been as vivid in descrip- 
tion and as entertaining as Mr. 
Hay’s “Castilian Days.” It is hoped 
that Mr. Watterson, who ranks with 
the great American editors of the 
type of Horace Greeley and Charles 
A. Dana of the past generation, and 
of Whitelaw Reid and a few others 
in the present, will collect his 
sketches of travel and publish them 
in book form. 

Writing to the Courier-Journal un- 
der date of February 20, 1905, Mr. 
Watterson says: 


“In Spain, Church and State syn- 
onymous, the bull-ring a national in- 
stitution, there is naturally a good 
deal of religion of its kind to the 
square inch, and, as religion has al- 
ways seemed to me a matter of each 
man’s conscience, I shall not quar- 
rel with that of Spain, which, in 
some things, would have at least a 
tendency to shock very good Catho- 
lics in England, Germany and the 
United States. 

“T listened to what seemed to me, 
and will certainly seem to most of 
my readers, an exceeding profane 
story at a Spanish dinner table the 
other night, where there were an 
archbishop and two or three worthy 
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fathers, and which related that after 
the Holy Family had been reunited 
in heaven, Joseph, having no recog- 
nized legal standing, or official du- 
ties, and being withal but a poor 
carpenter, got to loitering outside 
the gates and keeping low company, 


when Peter, in remonstrance, said 
to him: 

“Joseph, if you don’t quit staying 
out so late at night, the next time 
you knock, you'll get no answer;” 
and Joseph the little worse for drink 
Says: 

“*See here, Peter! if you under- 
take any tricks on me, I'll pick up 
my wife and go elsewhere, and bust 
the whole business.’ 

Blasphemous as this is to the 
Anglo-Saxon, it is not at all so to 
the Latin, who thus materializes 
heaven in all its conceptions. In 
Spain it is the Virgin Mary, not 
Jesus of Nazareth, to whom adora- 
tion is paid. The spirituality of the 
world to come was never a part of 
the Spanish theology, and has not 
yet dawned upon it.”
